DETAILED ACTION 

Status of Claims 

1 . Claim 1 is amended in view of applicant's after final amendment filed 1 0 
December 2008. Claim 3 is canceled. Therefore, claims 1-2 and 4-15 are currently 
under examination. 

Status of Previous Rejections 

2. All previous rejections are withdrawn in view of applicant's claim amendment filed 
10 December 2008. 

Examiner's Amendment

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The prior art of record does not teach or fairly suggest, either alone or in 

combination, the claimed powder fabricating apparatus comprising a barrel having an

inlet and an outlet, a screw, a driving portion, a reaction control means and a controller 
arranged in the claimed fashion, wherein the reaction control means comprises an 
electron supply device for applying electrons into the barrel using the barrel and the 
screw as electrodes for reduction of the reactant as claimed.
